ure ef the IIIinele Law. 


The discussion by Legislatures of laws for 
the regulation of railway fares and freights, 
generally exhibit the most profound igno- 
rance of tae laws of trade and commerce, 
As a general rule, these bills, if they were 
to become law, would have the effect to raise 
fares and freights on every rall way subjected 
to their arbitrary rules. 
The subject of transportation as affecting 
the gen ral interests of a State or people is 
but little understood. It is a very intricate 
subject, one that the ablest minds may devote 
their whole lives to understand and elucidate, 
and yet have much to learn. 
And yet there are those who, withoat any 
experience whatever in this most difficult of 
all professions, and who, without even an 
hour’s study of the subject, are ready to on- 
act laws which, for ought they may know 
either by experience or study, will carry ruin 
and destruction in their course, 
The action of the State of Illinois is a 
striking example of this truth. The Legis 
lature of that State, backed by the almost 
universal demand of the people, took up this 
question and passed a law of the most strin- 
gent kind, despite all the arguments and rep- 
resentatious of clear-sighted business men 
and practical railway operators. 
The enactment of the law was hailed by 
their local press as a popular triumph ; but 
before the congratulations had died away the 
practical consequences of the law began to 
manifest themselves in hardships vastly 
greater than those which the framers of the 
law sought to reme’y. 
The law damaged the railways to some ex- 
tent, but it crippled the general business 
puolic in a far greater degree. 
Framed for the special purpose of prevent- 
lag discriminations, its practical operations 
were to establish the most odious and ruia- 
ous discriminations. 
Framed for the declared purpose of equal- 
izing rates, it created inequalities irrepara- 
ble without it. 
Framed with the avowed purpose of deal- 
ing out exact justice to all parties and all in- 
terests, in all parts of the Stats, it rendered 
the administration of justice impossible. 
It seriously damaged her great commer- 
cial center, Chicago. It robbed her interior 
towns and Cities of their traffic, and abol- 
ished their markets, 
It discriminated heavily against IIIinols 
railways and [illinois interests generally, and 
played directly into the hands of rival roads 
in adjoining States. 
Such has been the practical results of 
headlong and ignorant legislation in Illinois, 
and precisely similar results may be looked 
for from the same kind of legislation in 
Georgia. 
Illinois acted upon the theory that her 
railway interest was an isolated one, which 
had no vital connection wiih the generai 
welfare, and which could be attacked with- 
out danger to the general interests of the 
people. Behold the practical result! She 
has learned to her cost, that her railways 
cannot be assailed, cannot be unjustly treated, 
without the most direct and damaging resulis 
upon her people and all their interests. 
We should profit by her experience.

Carolina. It is entitled “A bill to incorpo- 
rate branches of the contemplated Souther? 
Transconticental Railway Company, under 
the name and style of the North Carolina, 
South Carolina and Georgia Extension Rail- 
way Company.” 

The bill provides that the North Carolina 
Railroad Company. the companies of the 
Eastern and Western Divisions of the 
Western North Carolina Railroad, the 
Wilmington, Caarlotte and Rutherford Rail- 
road Company of Norh Carolina, the 
Spartanbarg and Union Railroad Company 
of South Carolina, and the Greenville and 
Freoch Broad Railroad Company of North 
and South Carolina, together with a company 
which may hereafter be formed of citizens 
living in tbe States of Georgia and Tennes- 
see, and others associated with them, or any 
two of said companies, are hereby authorized 
to consolidate and form a company, which 
company shall constitute a body corporate 
rh politic with the usual powers granted
